Lake. 

In reply to a petition sent the State 
Game department at Lansing last 
week, requesting that spearing pike 
be allowed thru the ice in Portage 
lake, Commissioner John Baird writes 


as follows:

I am writing to advise you that two 
years ago, when the compilation 
of game and fish laws was made the 
Attorney General held that the local 
act had been superseded by the gener- 
al law, and therefore it has not been 
published in the game and fish laws 
since that time. ‘Therefore the gener- 
al law provides that all kinds of fish, 
except black bass and trout, may be 
taken through the ice with a spear 
during the month: of January and 
February in each year and that five 
ice-lires may be used for the purpose 
of taking all kinds of fish, except black 
bass and trout, during the months of 
December, January and February in 
each year.

- In ‘the wars waged in ancient times 
ft was taken for granted that con- 
ered peoples might be either killed, 
red, or held as slaves; that their 
rty would be taken and that their 
ne {would be devastated. “‘Vae vic- 
tis —woe to the conquered!" For two 
centuries or more there has been a 
steady advance in introducing ideas of 
-bumanity. and especially in confining 
the evils of warfare to the combatants. 
The ideal seemed to have become 80 
‘thoroughly established as a part of in- 
ternational law that the ‘powers at The 
Hague thought it sufficient merely to 
atate the general principles in Article 
~ KLVI of the regulations: “Family hon- 
ors and rights, the lives of persons 
and private property, as well as re- 
ligious convictions and practice, must 
be respected. Private property cannot 
be-confiscated.” Germany, in common 
‘with the other powers, solemnly 
pledged her faith to keep this article, 
but her military leaders bad no inten- 
tion of doing so. They had been 
trained in the ideas voiced by Gen. von 
Hartmann 40 years ago: “Terrorism 
ts. seen to be a relatively gentle pro- 
cedure, useful te keep the masses of 
the people in a state of obedience.” 
This had. been Bismarck's policy, too. 
According to Moritz Busch, Bismark’s 
biographer, Bismarck, exasperated by 
the French resistance, which was still 
continuing in January, 1871, said: 

“If in the territory which we occupy, 
We cannot supply everything for our 
troops, from time to time we shall send 
a flying column into the localities 
which ure recalcitrant. We shall shoot, 
hang end burn. After that has hap- 
pened a few times, the inhabitants will 
finally come to their senses,” 

Horrors Told in Soldiers’ Diaries. 

The frightfulness taught by the Ger- 
man Jeaders held full sway in Belgiuin. 
This is best seen in the entries in the 
diaries of the Individual German sol- 
diers, 

“During the night of August 15-16 

. Engineer Gr-—— gave the alarm in the 
town of Vise. Every one was shot or 
taken prisoner, and. the houses were 
‘burnt. The prisoners were made to 
march and keep up with the troops.” 
(From the diary of noncommissioned 
- officer Reinhold Koehn of the Second 
‘battalion of engineers, Third army 
corps.) 

“A horrible bath of blood. The whole 
village burnt, the French thrown into 
the blazing houses, civilians with the 
rest.” (From. the diary of Private 
Hassemer of the Eighth army corps.) 


“In the night of August 18-10 the vil- 
lage of Saint-Maurice was punished 
for having fired on German soldiers by 
being burnt to the ground by the Ger- 
man troops (two regiments, the 
Twelfth landwehbr and the Seven- 
teenth.) The village was surrounded, 
men posted’ about a yard from one an- 
other, s0 that no’ one could get out. 
Then the Uhians set fire to ft, house 
by house. Neither man, woman, hor 
child could escape; only the greater 
part of the live stock we carried off, 
as that could be used. Anyone who 
ventured to come out was shot down. 
All thé inhabitants left in the village 
were burnt with the houses.” (From 
the dlary of Private Kar! Scheufele of 
the Tha Bavarian regiment and land- 
wehr infantry.) 

“At ten o'clock In the evening the 
firat battalion of the One huidred and 
Seventy-elghth marched down the steep 
Incline Into the burning village to the 
“hurning village to the north of Dinant, 
A terrific spectacle of ghastly beauty, 
At theer nce to the village iny about 

ivilans, shot for having 
upon our troops from ambush. In 
urse of the night many others 
‘were also shot, so that We counted over 
200." 'Women and . children, lamp in 
hand, ‘Were forced to look on at the 
“horrible, scene. We ate our rice Inter 
in the. midst of the corpses, for we had 
‘had nothing. alnce morning. When we 
‘Beatched.the houses we found plenty 
ef: wite and -spirit, but .no eatables, 
Captain Hamann was drunk,”.

Everything is given 
over to pillage; fowls and the rest all 
killed. I saw a mother, too, with her 
two children; one had a great wound 
on. the head and had lost an eye.” 
(From the diary of Lance Corporal 
Paul Spielman of the Ersatz, first bri- 
gade of Infantry of the Guard.) 


“ . . . In the night the inhabitants 
of Liege became mutinous, Forty per- 
sons were shot and 15 houses demol- 
ished, 10 soldiers shot. The sights here 
make you cry. 

“On the 23rd of August everything 
quiet. The inhabitants have so far 
given in. Seventy students were shot, 
200 kept prisoners. Inhabitants re- 
turning to Liege. 

“August 24. At noon with 36 men on 
sentry duty. Sentry duty {s A J, ne post 
allocated to-me. Our occupation, apart 
from bathing, is eating and drinking. 
We live like God in Belgium.” (From 
the diary of Joh. van der Schoot, re- 
servist of the Tenth company, Thirty- 
ninth reserve infantry regiment, Sev- 
enth reserve army corps.) 


“Behaved Like Vandals.” 

“August 17, In the afternoon I had 
a look at the little chateau belonging 
to one of the king’s secretaries (not at 
home). Our men had behaved Nke 
regular vandals. They had looted the 
cellar first, and then they had turned 
thelr attention to the bedrooms and 
thrown things about all over the place. 
They had even made fruitless efforts 
to smash the sate open. Everything 
was topsy-turvy—muagnificent furni- 
ture, silk, and even china, That's what 
happens when the men are allowed to 
requisition for themselves. I am sure 
they must have taken away a heap of 
useless stuff simply for the pee of 
looting.” 

“August 6th crossed frontier. Inhab- 
itants on border very good ro us and 
give us many things. There is no dif- 
ference noticeable. 

“August 23rd, Sunday (between Bir- 
nal and Dinant, village of Disonge). 
At 11 o'clock the order comes to ad- 
vunee after the artillery has thorough- 
up prepared the #round ahead. ‘The 
Pioneers and Infantry regiment 178 
were marching In frout of us. Near 
a small village the latter were fred on 
by the fnhabitants. About 220 inhab- 
{tants were shot and the village was 
burnt—artillery is continuously shoot- 
ing—the village Jies in a large ravine, 
Just now, six o'clock in the afternoon, 
the crossing of the Muas begins near 
Dinant . . . All villages, chateaux, 
and houses are burnt down during this 
night. It was a beautiful sight to see 
the fires all round us In the distance, 

“August 24.—Io every village one 
finds only heaps of ruins and many 
dead.” From the diary of Matbern, 
Fourth company, Eleventh Jager bat- 
talion, Marburg.) 

All Male Inhabitants Shot. 

“A shell burst near the Eleventh 
company, and wounded seven men, 
three very severely. At five o'clock we 
were ordered by the officer in com- 
mand of the regiment to shoot all the 
male inhabitants of Nomeny, because 
the population was foolishly attempt- 
ing to stay the advance of the German 
troops by force of arms, We broke into 
the houses, and setzed all who resisted, 
in order to execute them aecording to 
martial law. ‘The ‘houses which had 
not been already destroyed by the 
French artillery and our own were set 
on fire by us, 80 that nearly the whole 
town was reduced to ashes. It is a ter- 
rible sight when helpless women and 


children, utterly destitute, are herded | 


together and driven into France.” 
(From the diary of Private Fischer, 
Bighth Bayarlan regiment of Infantry, 
Thirty-third reserye division.)

17 AMERICANS DIE AT CAMBRAI| 


U. S Engineers Caught in German 
/Advance Reported “Missing”. 


Né Washingtno, — Seventeen of the 
American engineers who dropped their: 
shovels to pitch into the fighting 
when they were caught by the German 
advance in front of Cambrai were re. 
ported Sunday as “missing in iction.” 

The toll of these Americans whose 
bravery, promptness and fine spirit 
won a commendatory letter from Gen. 
neal Haig to General Pershing, was 
atununceod by the war department. 

Nearly all of them are from New 
York City or nearby territory. None. 
is from Michigan. 

Reports at the time told how, when 
the German counter attack surged for: 
ward and caught them between the 
lines, they dropped into shel] holes, 
abandoned railroads they were build. 
ing avd, running close up behind the 
British lines, waited for the thin Brit- 
ish line to surge forward again. 

It*was known then that there had 
been some casualties, but Sunday's an- 
nouncement is the first official cen- 
firmation of the fact.

THE PAST WEEK 


COSSACKS UNDER KORNILOFF 
AND KALEDINES FIGHTING 
THE BOLSHEVIK. 


LENINE’S RULE TOTTERING 


Germans Prepare for Great Offensive 
on Western Front—Haig Repuises 
Their First Attacks—italians Still 
Holding Piave River Line—Our 
‘War Preparation Methods 
Are Being Investigated.

Speculating on what has happened 


{i Russia and what is about to happen i 


has become a favorite occupation of 
the rest of -the world. Dispatches 
from Petrograd, where the ‘means of 
communication are controiied by 
bdoisheviki, are wholly unreliable, und 
news from other sources is fragmentary 
and confitcting, At this writing the 
facts appenr to be about xs follows: In 
southern and southeastern Russia the 
Cossacks, who stand for law und or- 
der. are fighting the bulsheviki forces; 
in Petrograd and Moscow Lenine sud 
his crowd are maintaining thenselres 
in pawer by using the strong hand, ar- 
resting and murdering their opponents 


and bulldozing the constituent assem-- 


bly, which began its sessions; the Rus- 
sian armies on the east front, follow- 
ing the arrangement of un armistice. 
are rapidly disbandiag, and the Rou- 
manians were forced to aveept un arn 
istice by the action of their alties: but 
the negotiations for peuce sturted by 
the boJsheviki have run against a snag 
in the extraordinary demands made by 
the Germuns; many different parts of 
Russia have declared their independ: 
ence, and Siberia shows signs of re- 


Viadivostok, where are immense quan- 
titles of supplies sent by America and 
the entente allies, is patrolled by Japa- 
nese troops. and Harbin is being pro- 
tected by Chinese soldiers. 

If this is a correct statement of con- 
ditions at the close of the week, It 
would he a bold man who would pre- 
dict the Immediate future. 

Reports of Battle Contradictory. 

According to official bolsheviki dis- 
patches from Petrograd, the Cossacks 
under Korniloff were defented early in 
the week near Bielgorod, 
account of the battle said 
routed his opponents, that many of 
them joined his forees and that he 
surrounded the others and “dealt with 
them very drastically.” General Kale- 
dines, the Cossack hetinan, also is ac- 
tive in southern Russia and it is said 
to be his hope, with the ald of the al- 
liea, at least to shut the Germens out 
of the food-producing part of the caun- 
try. 

Wireless reports from Rostov, which 
did not reach the outside world until 
Thursday, said Katedines was besieg- 
ing that city and that within Rostov 
the Cossacks had been fighting the 
bolsheviki and destroyed their hend- 
quarters. At the same time a trans- 
port manned by bolsheviki was bom- 
barding the Kaledines forces. 

Ritterly disappointing to the kulshe- 
vikl must be the German demands 
made In the peace negotiations, and at 
this distance tt is hard te see what 
may be the kaiser’s purpose in being 
so severe, His commissioners are re- 
ported to have insisted that Germany 
shal} not give up any Russian territory 
she now occupies; that Petrograd must 
be evacuated until peace is concluded; 
that the Ukraine shall be ceded to 
Austria-Hungary; that Germany shall 
control the Russian wheat market for 
fifteen years and Gerinan goods shal) 
be admitted to Russia duty free. The 
armistice, it 1s said, is to continue for 
three months. Germany seemingly 
evaded the Russtan demand that dur- 
ing its continuance no troops be 
moved to other fronts, and meanwhile 
bas been transferring bundreds of 
thousands of soldiers to France and 
Ttaly.

Occupation of Jerusalem. 

The vecupation of Jerusalem by Gen- 
eral Allenby's expedition caused great 
rejoicing among Christians and Jews 
of the clvillzed world. The event has 
more than a sentimental vatue, for the 
possession of the Holy City by the 
British makes safe the Suez canal and 
provides them with a base froin which 
lo threnten serfously the Turks to the 
east and north. In conjunction with 
the British operations in Mesopo- 
tamia. Allenby's success in Palestine is 
very linportunt to the cause of the al- 
lies. As was predicted, Jerusalem was 
tuken without the necessity of a bom- 
hardment, and its captors are ade- 
quately protecting the holy places. 

In Mesopotamia General Falkenhayn 
launched his expected offensive. at- 
tacking General Marshall's ariay with 
a strong force of Turks and Germans, 
The British were compelled to fall 
hack aeross the Dlala and Edkem riv- 
ers with the enemy in pursuit. It Is 
taken for granted that Falkenhayn's 
Intention is to make a grert effort to 
recapture Bagdad. 

Though the number of British ves- 
sels sunk by submurines, as reported 
hy the admiralty, was still too large for

Sweden was first asked to shut off 
entirely the shipment of Iron ore to 
Germany. When she explained her 
situation the demand was modified, 
but only to a degree, which Sweden 
felt would mean violation of her treaty 
and contract. That Sweden declined 
to do, fearing Germany would make 
it a cause for war. It was said that 
Seandinavian countries felt that it 
wag better for them to give ench oth- 
er what relief they can rather than 
run the risk of being drawn tnto the 
war,

NORWAY. : 


Norway, Sweden and Denmark have 
entered a new agreement. to preserve 
“the utmost neutrality.” An official 
statement announced this result of the 
conference of the Scandinavian kings 
and statesmen which tovk place tn 
Christinnia a few days ago. The con- 
ference, according to announcement, 
agreed] on “Scandinavian harmony and 
mutual confidence, regardless of the 
length of the war cach nation to ob- 
serve the utmost neutrality and all to 
assist each other by exchange of mer- 
ehandise.” An agreement wus rerch- 
edo on the following points:  First— 
By reason of the harmony existing he- 
tween the three countries, however 
long the war may last and whatever 
form it may take, the cordial rela- 
tions and mutual confidence of the 
three kingdoms shall be maintafned. 
Second—tIn conformity with the pre- 
vleus declarations and policies of the 
three countries, It is the full intention 
of their governments each for itself to 
tabserve the utmost degree of neutral- 
{ty toward all belligerent powers. 
Third—The desire is expressed reetp- 
rocally to ald one another with mer- 
ehandise during the present difficul- 
thes, and special representatives are 
to meet immedintely to facilitate the 
exchonge of merchandise. At the 
fimecting there was a discussion in ref- 
erence to legislation dealing with the 
relations of foreigners and Seandtna- 
vian subjects. An agreement also was 
reached regurding the continuation of 
preparatory measures toward safe- 
guarding the common interests of neu- 
trals during and after the war,

You On Your Income 
_ Tax. 
The Government is going to send 
out men to instruct taxpayers in pre- 
paring income tax returns. It. will be 


Will Aid 


‘} up to the taxpayers;to huot up these 


men, who will be sent into every 
county seat town and some other towns 
besides, to meet the people. Post- 
masters, bankers, and newspapers will 
be able to tell when the government's 
income tax man will be around, and 
where to find him. He will answer 
questions, swear you to the return, 
and remove the 
Returns 
for 1917 must be made between Janu- 
ary land March I, 1918. 

“The Government recognizes,’’ Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue Brady said 
today, “that many persons experience 
a good deal of difficulty in filling out 
income tax returns. It recognizes 
too, that taxpayers resident at points 
where collectors’ offices are not easily 
accessible find it hard to get proper 
instruction in the law. Next year, 


' when every married person living with 


wife or husband and having a net in- 
come of $2000, and every unmarried 
person not the head of a family and 


having a net income on the prescribed 
form, there will be hundreds in every 
community seeking light on the law, 
and help in executing their returns. 
This and every other collection dis- 
trict in the nation will be divided into 


i districts, with the county as the unit, 


and a government officer informed in 
the income tax assigned to each dis- 
trict. He will spend from i1toS days 
in each county, very likely in the coun- 
ty house at the county seat town. In 
cities where there are collector branch 
offices, he will be there, and in other 
cities possibly at the city hall. My 
office will in due time advise postmast- 
ers and bankers and send out notices 
to newspapers stating when the officer 
will be in each county. It will be un- 
necessary for prospective taxpayers to 
ask my office for forms on which to 
make returns. The officer who visits 
their county will have a supply and 
willleave some with the postmaster 
and probably with local bankers. 

“It may be stated, that ‘‘net income’’ 
is the remainder after subtracting ex- 
peuses from gross income. Personal, 
family or living expense is not ex- 
pense in meaning of the law, the ex- 
emption covering such expenses. The 
new exemptions of $1000 and $2000 will 
add tens of thousands of taxpayers in 
this district, as practically every farm- 
er, merchant, tradesman, professional 
man and salary worker will be requir- 
ed to make return and pay tax. The 
law requires the taxpayer to seek out 
the collector. The taxpayer has to 
go to the government, and if he does- 
n’t within the prescribed time, the gov- 
ernment will zo to him, with its penal- 
ties.’’ ;

Wednesday Morning, 
Camp.

Dear Editor:— 
Bach. week when the Avalanche 


reaches us we immediately read it} 


from first to jast pages and every item 
ig of greatinterest. The letters from 
the boys at Waco aad elsewhere are 
especially interesting as we do not 
kkuow when we may be among those 
sent to one of those camps. In the 
last few days several of the newer 
men have gone to Georgia. 

*We are experiencing some fine win: 
ter weather, the thermometer regis- 
tering ten below last Sunday morning. 
Our company was on guard last Sat- 
urday and Sunday and a number of 
the men were reported at the hospital 
with frozen ears and hands. Wheao 
one is walking fast with a rifle it’s 
rather hard to keep hands. and ears 
warm, unless one has mittens and a 
helmet. 

There were about a dozeo scarfs in 
the store room but these did not go all 
the way around, and those not hav- 
ing any covering for the ears found 
that they were frozen. 

A good many of the fellows have re- 
ceived sweaters from friends, (Mrs. C. 
P, Michelson of Mason, Mich. sent 
ime one and it sure is fine) and those 
that had no sweaters were given. one. 
Each company received about sixty 
sent out by the Red Cross. The peo- 
ple back home, I don’t believe, know 
how these are appreciated, but they 
are prized even more than one might 
think. 

At present the company is drilling 
in barracks. Very little is done out- 


side the school of the soldier and man-, 


ualofarms. There isa rumor out to 
the effect that this division will move 
by February, ist. or sooner, because 
the weather is prohibitive of drill. 

The new men have their uniforms 
now and the change it makes in some 
is remarkable. 

We have a banjo, Violin and guitar 
in our barracks now and each night we 
have a dance or some of the fellows 
sing or clog, and we have some very 
credible performers. It is surprising 
to see the change it makes in the men 
when someone starts to play; some of 
the men are quite blue and have that 
far-away look which is soon lost when 
the music starts.

HOSTILITIES - SUSPENDED ON 
ENTIRE FRONT FROM BLACK 
SEA TO BALTIC. 


IN FORCE UNTIL JANUARY 14 


Agreement Stipulates Armistice is to 
Continue Then Unlesa Seven 
Days Notice Is Given . 


Berlin, via London.—The 
war oflice announced Sunday: 

“An armistice agreement was signed 
at Brest Litovsk yesterday by plent 
poteutiary representatives of the Rus. 
slan upper army administration on the 
one hand and those of the upper army 
administration of Germany, Austria. 
Huugary, Bulgaria aud Turkey on the 
other hand. 

“The armistice begins at noon, De. 
cember 17, and remains in force until 
January 14,1918, Unless seven days’ 
notice is given it continues in force 
automatically, Jt extends to all the 
land, air and naval forces of tae coin 
mon fronts. 

“According to Clause 9 of the treary, 
peace negotiaotions are to begin im. 
Mediatly after the siguing of an arm- 
istice.”’ 


German 


Petrograd —Leon Treizky, the Bol- 
shevik foreign minister, declared at a 
meeting of the council of soldiers’ 
and workmen's delegates Sunday that 
an armistice governing operations on 
the Russian front had been signed. lie 
added that peace negoulations would 
be begun immediately. 

The foreign minister announced 
that for a time a break in the :egotia- 
tions seemed imminent because Gen. 
eral Hoffman, the German negotiatur, 
insisted Gn the right to transfer troops 
in small units. The German commau. 
der finally accepted the Russian form- 
ula, é 

“We can't and won't aid militarism 
in any way,” M. Trtozky said. “This 
question of transferring troops was 
most fundamental. 1 think our formula 
is considered by our Allies to be satis. 
faertery ” 

The Russian delegates constituting 
the armistice committee at Brest-Li- 
tovsk have advised the Bolsheviki 
authorities at the Smolny Institute 
that an agreement was reached wi'b 
the Germans concerning the transfer 
of troops. If was ta this effect: 

“Both sides signing this agreement 
bind themselves until January 14, 
1918, not to carry on operative military 
transfers on the front from the Baltic 
to the Black Sea, except such trans- 
fers as were already begun up to the 
moment of signing this agreement.” 


i COAL SHIPS SEIZED IN DETROIT 


Drastic Action Taken to Relieve Fuel 
Famine. 
Detroit—Spectacular, official action 
was taken by State Fuel Administra- 
K. Pradden, Saturday and Sun- 
day to relieve the fuel famine that has 
been menacing Detroit and Michigan 
for several weeks past, and these de- 

velopments resulted: 

Four big lake freighters, consign- 
ed to ports on the upper lakes, and 
laden with approximately 34,000 tons 
of coal, were seized under special au- 
thorization of the national fuel admin- 
istration and their cargoes diverted to 
industrial and domestic use in this 
city and state. 

Mr. Prudden sent to National Fuel 
Administrator Harry A. Garfield, at 
Washington, by telegraph, recommen- 
dation that every large industrial plant 
in Detroit and Michigan, and through- 
cut the nation, except those orimarily 
engaged in makng munitions of war,- 
shut down and absolutely suspend op- 
erations, and that every theatre and all 
public buildings and lodge halls, not 
needed for the successful prosecution 


;of the war, close their doors for one 


week. 

He suggested that the suspension 
be officially decreed by National Ad- 
ministrator Garfield, and that it be ef- 
fective for the week beginning De- 
cember 24. 


THREE AVIATORS DIE IN FIRE 


Building at Tralning Camp Burns—One 
Was Detroit Man. 
Harrisburg, Pa.—Three soldiers, 
members of the One Hundred and Thir- 
teenth aero squadron, U. S, Signal 
corps, lost their lives when a building 
at Middletown, where the squadron i3 
quartered, was destroyed by fire early 

Sunday. 

The dead are: Private William J. 
Kramer Detroit; Private E. F. Galla- 
gher. Munhatl, Pa.; Private L. Wiley, 
Rockford, Il. 

The three men put some tar paper 
in a small stove before they went to 
sleep and it is believed a gas was 
created, with combustion following.

Lieulenant Schuyler Kudner says that 
during a recent French offensive he 
was within three miles of the firing 
line and saw 16-year-old German boys 
being brovght in as prisoners.

HAD NO SUGAR FOR WHEKS. 

That Bay City people don’t know 
anything about the sugar shortage is 
shown in an incident which occurred 
ia alocal grocery. Aman bought 10 
pounds of sugar in the store and se- 
cured a box to ship it to his mother 
in New York city, saying that she 
had been unable to obtain sugar there 
for three weeks. 

Later the purchaser told the grocer 
that when his mother received the 
sugar there was an immediate rush 
of neighbors who wanted to borrow it 
in teacupful lots, as none of them 
had had any for weeks. 

LOCAL CAMPAIGN VERY SHORT. 

Some idea of the sugar shortage 
may be Obtained from the fact that 
the campaign of the sugar factories 
this yearis but a little over 30 days, 
while in other years it has been from 
80 to 100 days. The Michigan Sugar 
Co.'s factory quits slicing beets today, 
the Columbia Co.'s plant here will 
run about a week longer and it is not 
likely that the West Bay City com- 
pany will run more than a week or 
ten days. All of the other Michigan 
factories are having equally short 
campaigns excepting that at Owosso, 
but the Owosso plant has a lounger 
campaign only because the company 


has not operated its Lansing piant at 
all this season, all of the beets con- 
tracted for the Lansing plant having 
been sent to Owosso. 


STAR’ IN ON RESTAURANTS. 

That the sugar bowl or shaker is 
due to disappear from restaurants 
and limited supplies will be placed 
before each customer, is the an- 
nouncement which comes from the 
state food administrator. 

A meeting will be held at Saginaw 
Sunday, of State Food Administrator 
Prescott, Restatrrant Dictator Frank 
W. Sinks and EK. C. Puffer, chairman 
of the hotel committee, and it is ex- 
pected that this meeting will sign the 
death knell of the sugar bowl. .In- 
vestigation has shown that a great 
deal of sugar is wasted in restaurants 
by people who put greater quantities 
into their tea or coffee thau they need 
or use, and the cutting off of this 
waste is to be the first step taken 
in the state to limit the use of sugar, 


but that others are sure to follow 
shortly is almost certain, and this. is
